Already, in the old world, the 
clock is six hours ahead. Memory 
turned back. 


My first Atlantic flight was in 
early 1943 when the sea lanes hid 
hostile submarines and war 
flamed on the continent of Eu- 
rope and in the skies above it. 


There was mystery. Individual- 
ly we were told to go to Balti- 
more and report at a certain ho- 
tel at an appointed hour. There 
we found ourselves to be a group 
of 30, for the most part strangers 
one to the other. After dinner we 
were gathered in a room and giv- 
en instructions not to talk. When 
it was dark a bus took us through 
blacked-out streets to the docks. 
There we entered the dim-lit hull 
of a huge flying boat. 


Careful Placement 


We were carefully placed as to 
weight, the heavy craft requiring | 
all possible balance. There were 


coming. At last the door was 
closed. The lights went off. The. 
engines were started, tested. We | 
began to move through the wa- | 
ter. The resistance of it transmit- | 
ted itself to the hull. We could | 
feel it holding back. The engines | 
began to win. The hull would | 
lurch forward, as if it had jerked 
loose from clutching hands. Then 
it could be held again, then 
break free, only to be grabbed 
once more. Water boiled over the 
portholes. Suddenly we were up 
‘on the step.”’ The great boat 
was flying. At dawn water and 
islands moved beneath us. We 
came down in Botwood Bay, 
Newfoundland. There was a 
small fishing village, a few air- 
craft and a patrol boat. We 
shaved, bathed, ate. From there 
we flew at dusk into the night. 


Soon after dawn we dropped 
into the River Shannon. There 
was a small Irish town by its 
bank called Foynes. Memory 
brings back an old red-brick inn 
with dining tables in a_ small 
room by the pub. It was redo- 
lent with the malty aroma of 
beers and ale And the sour-mash 
smell of Irish whisky. We had 
the succulent Irish bacon, eggs 
and tea. 


We flew again, heaving up out 
of the Shannon’s classic waters 
and across the Emerald Isle. Spit- 
fires picked us up and flew with 
us to Poole’s ancient, shallow 
harbor. From there a night train 
took us to London. 


Always Excitement 


That was the first crossing. But 
there always is an excitement 
which mounts before another one. 
Only a clod would not feel the 
mysterious wonder of man’s fly- 
ing into darkness toward the con- 
tinent of Europe. It. really is a 
race toward the rising sun. 


The slow flying boats disap- 
peared with the war. On those 
wartime journeys they were 
stripped of all insulation material 
to take off weight. There was no 
heat. Over the North Atlantic, 
even in summer, it was bitter 
cold at 10,000 feet. 


The jets are the marvel of to- 
day. The once-routine stops at 
Gander, Newfoundland, and at 
Shannon, Ireland, are for emer- 
gencies or for the local flights. 
The jets make the piston-engine 
craft appear what they really are 
—slow and plodding. The jet de- 
sign is happily married to the air. 
There is no friction. There is no 
rhythmic vibration. 


The international airports have 
imitated Shannon, which, in the 
era of the piston craft, «stablished 
a tax-free gift shop. A »erson de- 
parting from the country may 
buy, minus all taxes, cosmetics, 
liquor, wines, cigarets, Cigars. 
The tourist spends happily, for- 
getting the customs men in his 
home port. If he is an American 
he may have forgot, too, that one 
may now buy only $100 in duty- 
free goods — not $500 as before. 
But one nurses the memory of 
the old flying boat. It was the 
first and the Atlantic was then a

GALVESTON, Tex. (UPI) — 
Killer tornadoes erupted in the 
backwash of dying Hurricane 
Carla Tuesday and smashed to 
rubble residential areas of al- 
veston and a small paper mill 
town in Louisiana. 


The death toll of the hurricane 


and its tornadic side _ effects 
climbed to at least 17 persons. 
Hundreds more were injured, 


more than 50 seriously. Property 
and crop damage was expected to 
soar into the hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 


Police in Galveston shot one 
suspected looter Tuesday night 
and arrested eight. 


FOOD SHORTAGE 

They said grocery stores were 
being watched closed as _ food 
shortages mounted. 


Torrential rains caused streams 
and rivers in south central Texas 
to spill from their banks. The 
downpours stretched. hundreds of 
miles northward and. threatened 
major floods as far away as Kan- 
sas and lowa.

Tanks and troops moved into 
the capital Tuesday night to cope 
with uprisings.

The tragedy brought to 238 the 
number of persons killed in air- 
liner crashes within the past 12 
days. Only two days ago, 83 
died in the crash of a chartered 
DC6 airliner off Shannon, Ireland, 
and 78 were killed in the crash of 
a Trans World Airlines Constella- 
tion near Chicago Sept. 1. 


Air France officials said a fam- 
ily of six was aboard the French- 
built Caravelle, which carried Na- 
tionals from France, Morocco, 
Australia and The United Arab Re- 
public. 


Rescue workers fought raging 
flames from the wreckage for 30 
minutes. 


HIT POWER LINE 


Eyewitness reports said the 
plane was approaching Rabat air- 
port at low altitude when it struck 
a high tension wire. Some re- 
ports said the plane was burning 
before it hit the ground. 


It was Morocco’s second seri- 
ous crash this year. Seventy-two 
died when a Soviet-built Czech 
airliner crashed near Casablanca 
in July.

Russia Sets Off A-Bomb, 
Its Seventh in 12 Days

WASHINGTON—The Soviet Union conducted the seventh in its 


current series of atomic tests by detonating a multi-megaton device 
early Tuesday at its Arctic proving grounds. 


In announcing detection of the 
explosion, the Atomic Energy 
Commission said the detonation, 
presumably a hydrogen bomb be- 
cause of its size, took place in 
the Arctic region in the vicinity 
of Novaya Zenla Island. 


SET OFF IN ARCTIC 


The island, between the Barents 
and Kara Seas, has been the 
proving ground used by the Soviet 
Union in recent years for testing 
large thermonuclear weapons. On 
Sunday the Soviet Union tested a 
device with a yield of several 
megatons in the same area.

Like the earlier Soviet explo- 
sions, Tuesday’s detonation took 
place in the atmosphere and thus 
spread radioactive debris which 
eventually will descend to earth 
as fallout. Because of the force 
of the explosion, however, most of 
the debris was blown into the 
stratosphere, where it should re- 
main up to a year. 


‘STORAGE TIME’ SHORTER 
Past experience has shown that 
the stratospheric “storage time”’ 
for radioactive debris is shorter 
for explosions taking place in the 
Arctic than explosions nearer the

WASHINGTON—The United States made clear to the Soviet Union 
Tuesday that it will hold her responsible for any actions taken by 
East German authorities in violation of postwar agreements on Berlin. 


This declaration constituted a 
rejection by the State department 
of Monday’s Soviet demand that 
all foreigners obtain permission 
from the East German govern- 
ment if they wist to enter East 
Germany or East Berlin. 


REJECTS RED DEMAND 


“We cannot, of course, accept 
any unilateral transfer by the So- 
viets of their responsibilities in 
Berlin to the puppet East German 
regime,”” the department said in 
a special statement. 


It declared that ‘‘we continue 
to hold the Soviets responsible 
for any actions taken by the Com- 
munist East German authorities 
which violate the quadrapartite 
status of Berlin on which result 
in a further increase in tension in 
a situation already made tense by 
the arbitrary actions of the So- 
viet government designed to split 
Berlin.”

At the time I got Sarah’s note

think I report with some ac- 
curacy. Quilt making has fallen 
on funny times, it’s true. It has 
stopped being a loving-hands- 
at-home art or craft (depend- 
ing, of course, on the quality 
of the work) and has, like so 
many ‘“‘boughten” commodities, 
become expensive.

Farm Loans to Benefit Cities, 


Executive Tells Credit Chiefs 


By ACHSAH POSEY 
Urban families as well as 


farmers will benefit from the 
broadened loan program of the . 
farm bill recently passed by 


Congress, a farm loan official 
told Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration leaders meeting here 


Tuesday. 


“The increase in loan lim- 
its reflects the growing need 
for agricultural capital,” said 
M. H. Williams. ‘‘The tech- 
nological revolution in agricul- 
ture has greatly increased the 
amount of capital farmers have 
to invest in their operations. 
- . » Every dollar wisely in- 
vested in our farms strengthens 


our ability to produce the food 


that is so essential to our sur- 
vival.” 


Discussing the new law with 
50 agricultural credit special- 
ists from seven southeastern 
States, Williams asserted that 
the average investment per 
farm has climbed from $6,000 to 
$42,000 since 1940. 


“Food is a bargain today. 
Only 20 per cent of the con- 
sumer’s income goes for food. 
Most of the people in other 
countries spend half of their 
income for food.” 


“‘However, to maintain the 
efficient production that makes 
food such a bargain the farmer 
needs to pour increasing amounts 
of capital into his operations,” 
he said. 


One of the major groups that. 


will be aided by changes in the 
law will be part-time farmers 
with off-farm jobs who have 
been ineligible for purchase 
and enlargement loans. Bernard 
Polk, national real estate loan 
office, said. Previously, farm 
income alone had to be ade 
quate to support the family. 


New provisions 
Congress raise the maximum a 
farmer can borrow from FHA 
from $20,000 to $35,000 and in- 
sure loans for the enlargement, 
improvement and purchase of 
farms up to the normal. value 
of the farm. Previously, loans 
were limited to 90 per cent of 
the farm’s value. 


The new laws also allow loans 
to buy and enlarge any family 
farm. Loans formerly were lim- 
ited to farms whose value was 
no greater than that of the 
average family farm in the 
county. Total indebtedness can- 
not exceed $60,000 on the value 
of the security on such farms.

The FHA makes loans only to 
farmers unable to obtain credit 
from other sources. The agency 
provides. supervision and aid in 
financial and managerial plan- 
ning with every loan so that 
farmers can “graduate” to 
other credit sources by im- 
proved methods and efficient 
utilization of their total re- 
sources.

X15Streaks

3,645 mph 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Calif. (AP)—Test pilot Joe Walk- 
er, ignoring mishaps, Tuesday 
rammed the X15 rocket plane to 
a world speed mark of 3,645 miles 
an hour that had it ‘‘popping like 
a hot stove.” 


His flight plan called for a 3,700 
m.p.h. speed burst to 120,000 feet, 
then a dive back into the earth's 
thicker atmosphere to test the 
craft's ability to withstand re- 
entry heat and stress. 


But moments after drop from 
a B52 mother ship, fuel pressure 
failed. 


“This meant a lean fuel mix- 
ture which could have set up an 
acetelyne torch reaction in the 
thrust chamber and cut the walls 
of the engine,’’ the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration 
pilot said after landing. 


Faced with this peril, he throt- 
tled the 57,000-pound-thrust en- 
gine back to half power until fuel 
pressure was restored. He shoved 
the throttle to full again for the 
rest of his planned 79 ~econds of 
engine burning time. 


The 3,645 m.p.h. speed was 42 
m.p.h. faster than the old X15 
mark of last June 23. 


At a press conference after the 
flight, Walker said air friction 
shot the X15's fuel temperature to 
almost 900 degrees. This set the 
X15’s steel skin to “popping like 
a hot stove,’’ Walker said.

Jailed tor Protest

LONDON—Bertrand Russell, 89-year-old philoso- 
pher who leads Britain’s campaign against nuclear arms, 
was sentenced Tuesday to seven days imprisonment for 


refusing to keep the peace. 


Lady Russell also was given a 
seven-day sentence. This Was long 
enough to prevent the couple's 
participation in the mass sitdown 
demonstration against nuclear 
arms that has been planned for 
Parliament Square on Sunday. 


SENT TO PRISON 

Three other members of Rus- 
sell’s Committee of 100 were sent 
to prison for two months and 27 
for one month by Magistrate Ber- 
tram Reece at the Bow Street 
Magistrate's Court. 


The magistrate originally im- 
posed a sentence of two months 
on Earl Russell. ‘This. brought 
cries of ‘‘Fascists’’ and ‘“‘shame”’ 
from spectators. After reading 
medical certificates concerning 
Earl Russell’s health, Magistrate 
Reece reduced the sentence to 
seven days. 


The sentences shocked liberal 
opinion in Britain, including hun- 
dreds who had little sympathy 
with either the Committee of 100 
or the Campaign for Nuclear Dis- 
armament. Many intellectuals 
consider Earl Russell the great- 
est living Englishman. 


BREACHED THE PEACE 


Russell and 36 other members 
of the Committee of 100 were ac- 
cused of inciting a breach of the 
peace on Sunday. Their refusal 
to be bound over to keep the 
peace led to the sentences. 


Although warned by Magistrate 
Reece against political speeches 
in court, Russell declared: ‘The 
probable consequences of a con- 
flict between East and West are 
disastrous and we urge that there 
should be some way of saving 
our country, our friends, com- 
patriots and the majority of the 
human race from disaster.’’ 


“‘We who are here accused,” 
the defendant continued, ‘‘are 
prepared to suffer imprisonment 
because we believe that this is 
the most effective way of work- 
ing for the salvation of our coun- 
try and the world.”’

In a reply Tuesday, Vandiver 
said that under Georgia law he 
is not authorized to commute 
death sentences and that the func- 
tion has been given ‘‘exclusively’’ 
to the State Board of Pardons 
and Paroles.

Baptist clergymen from 25 
states Tuesday called on _ the 
president of the National Baptist 
Convention to repudiate charges 
which he is reportedly to have 
made against Dr. Martin Luther 
King. 


In a telegram to convention 
president J. H. Jackson, 30 min- 
isters from 25 states called the 
accusation vicious and unChris- 
tian. 


In addition, the Baptist Min- 
isters Fellowship of Greater New 
York and Vicinity expressed faith 
in King and condemned Jackson. 

In Atlanta, King said: ‘‘I appre- 
ciate their concern and their ex- 
pression of confidence, and also 
their willingness to expose the 
utter falsity of this statement at- 
tributed to Dr. Jackson.”’ 


Jackson has charged that King 
had ‘‘masterminded”’ an incident 
at the convention which led to 
the death of a delegate. 


The Rev. A. G. Wright of De- 
troit suffered fatal injuries when 
he fell from the convention plat- 
form after about 30 delegates 
were led to the platform by Dr. 
Gardner Taylor, Brooklyn Baptist 
minister and the lone Negro on

DeKalb Police Chief Brady 
Knight identified two cameras 
that Lt. Gaines had surrendered 
on Aug. 20 after questioning at 
headquarters. 


Mrs. Jimbell Brumbelow, an 
employe of John B. Daniel, Inc.., | 
said they were the same type that 
were missing from the firm’s 
Briarwood Road warehouse follow- 
ing a break-in. 


Sol. Gen. Richard Bell told the 
jury in his opening remarks that 
he would prove that Lt. Gaines 
conspired with two of his police- 
men to commit burglaries, and | 
that Gaines served as a

out’’ when the two broke into the | 
Daniel warehouse. 


The other two accused officers | 
are Ptl. Charles Harold Chupp, | 
42, an ll-year veteran of the | 
force, and rookie Ptl. Roy Leon | 
Cobb, 22. Chupp’s trial has been 
postponed until the November 
term of court. Cobb is scheduled 
to go on trial in this term.

In addition, eight voting ma- 
chines will be utilized in tabu- 
lating the expected 1,200 votes in 
the City Hall precinct, which will 
be used solely for absentee bal- 
lots. This is more than three 
times the total voted there four 
years ago. The added machines 


will expedite the count, which is 
always slow because absentee 
ballots cannot be opened until 
polls close at 8 p.m. and then 
they must be placed on the ma- 
chines, a long and tedious process. 


Mrs. MacDougall also complain- 
ed of ‘mounting primary costs, 
adding ‘“‘we are spending more 
money to try to improve proce- 
dures and to insure a clean elec- 
tion.” 


Candidates paid a record $71,- 
900 in entrance fees and the city 
will add another $10,000 for the 
referendum on the five municipal 
court judges who will face the 
electorate for the first time under 
the Missouri system.

shorthand at all. Maybe you think 
that if you knew shorthand, you'd 
take better notes. But shorthand 
could be a handicap in notetaking. 
Some shorthand students say they 
are inclined to take down every- 
thing, even the unnecessary 
things. It is far better to develop 
your own personal “‘notehand,”’ a 
system of writing and abbrevia- 
tions of your own. 


Notehand—which some _ schools 
teach—can consist of three kinds 
of writing: (a) words in longhand, 
(b) obvious abbreviations that ev- 

erybody uses, such as “&, etc., 
U.S., Pres.,”’ and (c) words you 
can devise for yourself in abbre- 
viations. These could be C for 
WITH: / for should or shall: / 
for FOR. You can add many oth- 
ers. 


5. Take notes in your words, 
not the teacher's. This makes you 
think, organize ideas. 


6. Skip a line between topics. 
‘You'll have room for later 
thoughts on the subject, or notes 
‘from references you read. 


| FORMULAS, RULES 

| 7. Copy carefully (a) all formu- 
las and rules the teacher may 
‘give or put on the board, and ‘b) 
‘accurate assignments for tomor- 
row. 


| 8. Be sure your notes are legi- 
ble to you. They won't mean a 
thing if you can't read them. It’s

11. Your notes should record 
ideas that stir your curiosity, trig- 
ger off your imagination, crank 
up the motor of your wondering.

Baby Killer 
Gets Life 
In DeKalb 


A 30-year-old automobile sales- 
man Tuesday was given a life 
sentence for choking to death the 
crying 16-month-old daughter of 
his paramour. 


A DeKalb Superior Court jury 
found John N.. Tompkins guilty 
of murdering the infant but rec- 
ommended mercy, a sentence that 
brings an automatic life sentence. 


Medical witnesses said Tompkins 
apparently crushed in his hands 
the baby’s body—puncturing her 
kidney and lung—and then choked 
the child to death.

It approved a $646,771,447 catch- 
all supplemental appropriations 
bill which carried a_ provision 
specifically barring the controver- 
sial Treasury financing plan pre- 
viously authorized for slum clear- 
ance and other big programs. 


GUARANTEES CHECKREIN 

If still in the bill when it is 
finally approved by Congress, the 
provision would guarantee a con- 
gressional checkrein on the pro- 
grams by requiring the adminis- 
tration to seek annual appropria-

and Senate. 


Rep. Albert Thomas, D - Tex.., 
chairman of a subcommittee that 
engineered the move, said that

Russia. She is keenly inter- 
ested in the emphasis placed by 
the Soviet Union on education. 


She flew from London to 
Prague, where she joined a 
travel group. Since most mem- 
bers of the group were either 
Russian born, or of Russian 
parentage, she was able to talk 
informally to housewives, stu- 
dents and workers because her 
friends served as interpreters. 


Mrs. Matthews learned that 
Russian children may begin nur- 
Sery school at the age of one 
and a half. English is a re- 
quired subject in Russian 
schools from the age of two! 


According to the teacher, Rus- 
sian children are kept in kinder- 
garten until they are seven 
years of age. She says that 
Russia is keenly interested in its 
children. She found them 
happy, clean and healthy. Mrs. 
Matthews was asked by several 
Soviets, “‘Why don’t you like 
us?” 


One of her most pleasant ob- 
servations was the discovery of 
a school in every block. They 
are located so that ‘“‘children do 
not have to cross any streets.’ 


Mrs. Matthews observed that 
since her first visit, Russian 
men are beginning to wear west- 
ern clothes. However, she says 
that a very ordinary suit, worth 
about $25 in America, sells for 
about $198.00 in Russia. 


“A chicken in every pot’ 
would be unlikely in the Soviet 
Union, according to the Atlan- 
tan, because they sell for about 
$7.50 apiece! 


Stockings are approximately 
$6.00 a pair. 


“Clothing is high, but for four 


cents, you can ride all over 
Moscow,” reports Mrs. Mat- 
thews. 


According to the teacher, the 
people can pay these exhorbi- 
tant prices because rent is only 
a dollar or so a month.” Tele- 
phone rates are also ridiculously 
low. 


Mrs. Matthews left her travel 
group in Paris and sailed for the 
states from LaHavre aboard the 
Flandre. Her records reveal 
that she spent 52 days traveling 
in Communist countries.

ACCRA, Ghana—Thirteen Com- 
monwealth finance ministers—led 
by Britain's Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Selwyn Lloyd—opened a 
3-day conference here Tuesday of 
the Commonwealth Economic 
Consultative Council. 


Also attending this annual fiscal 
meeting of Commonwealth na- 
tions, the first ever held outside 
London, were nine other finance 
ministers from various British 
dependencies. A total of 110 del- 
egates are participating in the 
discussions. 


FIRST TIMERS 


Africa's two newest Common- 
wealth members—Nigeria and 
Sierra Leone—are attending the 
meeting for the first time. 


The Accra conference is ex- 
pected to furnish Britain with 
valuable background information 
on the problems, complaints and 
aspirations of member nations 
which will prepare her for the 
forthcoming negotiations on mem- 
bership in the European Common 
Market. 


The talks also will provide the 
Commonwealth countries with 
their first collective discussion of 
the issue since Britain decided 
on Aug. 10 to join the Economic 
Council. 


Serious doubts have been ex- 
pressed by some of the Common- 
wealth nations—particularly Aus- 
tralia and Ghana—concerning the 
wisdom of Britain’s joining the 
Common Market. They fear that 
such a step will gravely com- 
promise their economies by lead- 
ing to the abolishment of the 
system of preferential Common- 
wealth tariffs. 


LLOYD TO EXPLAIN 


It is expected that during the 
conference Selwyn Lloyd will ex- 
plain his country’s present eco- 
nomic position and reasons for 
applying to join the Common 
Market. 


It is also thought that much of 
the conference will be devoted to 
a far-ranging review of world 
economic trends as well as dis- 
cussion of the special problems 


of individual Commonwealth 
countries. 
Particular emphasis will be 


placed on reviewing the progress 
of SCAAP, the Special Common- 
wealth African Assistance Pro- 
gram which was launched at last 
year’s conference. 


Reliable sources say the 3-day 
talks will not be used for ne- 
gotiating what concessions Britain 
should or should not make in or 
der to join the European Com- 


mon Market.
